LORD MINTO, GOVERNOR-GEN- 

ERAL; RIEL REBELLION 
VETERAN, DEAD. 


London, March 1.—The death 
took place hefe this evening, wit- 
er a few weeks’ illness, of lord 
Minto, af ome time Governor- 
General of Canada. 


Lord Minto was Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada from 1898 to 
1904, and both he and Lady Min- 
to were as popular with all they 
met generally throughout the bo- 
minions as they were at Rideau 
Hall. In India, too, all members 
of the family were extremely 
oopular both with Europeans and 
natives, although Lord _ Minto 
was called upon to use a strom 
hand in fighting the 
which was , spreading throughout?

Educated at Eton and at Trin- 
ity College, Cambridge, Lord 
Melgund, as he was then, entered 
the Scotch Guards in 1867. Since 
then he has been captain of the 
Roxborough Rifles, captain in the 
Army Service, and Colonel, with 
the rank of! brigadier-general,
